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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although the prior art 
teaches adhesive compositions with isocyanate prepolymers and emulsions as claimed, 
nowhere in the closest prior art as cited do we find the proportions of components nor 
the use of the adhesives for production of claimed wood laminates (not even the 
suggestion of using the adhesive for adhering wood is made although a broad range of 
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substrates is disclosed). Applicants' claims are, therefore, both novel and unobvious 
over the closest prior art as cited.
